of passion and .prejudice has.^faded; 
the bitterness of personal bias has 
sweetened; minds Inflamed with the 
wrath which moved men to slaughter 
have recovered their normal calm and 
judgment. The storm, was terrific. 
The tempest was sublime. 
The de- 


struction was appalling. The suffering 
was unspeakable.. But,, these things 
passed away and now what was then 
seen but dimly, being obscured by the 
•very violence of contest, stands reveal- 
ed in all its beautiful proportions. A 
new generation may now, join with the 
survivors of the older days in a saner 
and truer view of what' the struggle 
meant. These days of remembrance 
are fruitful in lessons of love of coun- 
try and of devotion ,to the common 
good. Nothing interests Americans 
more than tho welfare ot America, and 
nothing concerns us -more intimately 
than the means whereby that welfare 
may be preserved. As we gather here 
to-day surrounded on every hand by 
the mute witnesses of a mighty con- 
test waged here nearly half a century 
ago; as imagination endeavors to re- 
construct the sublime spectacle of the 
three days' fight of Gettysburg. I seem 
to hear from out the rushing squad- 
rons, the shouts and shrieks of men, 
the rattle of musketry and the thun- 
dering reverberations 
of the iron- 


throated guns, the words spoken to 
Moses from the burning bush: "Put 
off now thy shoes from off thy feet for 
the place whereon thou standeth is 
holy ground," for this, too, is hob- 
ground, consecrated 
to liberty and 


nnion, and hallowed by the martyrs 
for truth's sake who sleep beneath its 
sod. 


We are here as loyal citizens of the 


United States t6 mourn and praise our 
dead. We are here to celebrate the 
spirit of liberty and those who fought 
for it; to honor the spirit of equality 
and those who died for it; to dedicate 
ourselves anew to the spirit of the 
Union and to those who saved it; to 
reverence the spirit of obedience to 
duty and those who heeded it. We 
are standing on one of the mountain 
tops of history and have come to get 
a clearer view of what has gone be- 
fore, and to learn how best to chart 
our journey for the future. Annually 
we return here to strew these graves 
with flowers, and to consider the deeds 
done here in the flesh, and to ponder 
in our hearts the messages voiced from 
this field of ten thousand memories. 
Here we yield ourselves to reminis- 
cence of events long passed and con- 
template with satisfaction this monu- 
mental field, conscious that a monu- 
ment more enduring than those which 
meet the eye, not built with hands, has 
been erected, eternal In the heaven of 
human gratitude and love. 


We are the heirs of all that was here 


wrought We have come by the Inex- 
orable law of succession/in to a mighty 
heritage. As we have .received so also 
must we In our turn bestow. 
The 


trust Is vast and sacred. Our respon- 
sibilities are co-extensive with the 
trust. To-day we may well search our 
hearts and search the intervening 
years and contemplate the future that 
confronts us, and ask ourselves If we 
have kept the faith. 


The. battle of Gettysburg was one of 
the great battlefields of history, nota- 
ble for the number of men engaged, 
the long list of thf dead and wounded,

the Illustrious names of the leaders on 
both sides, the distinguished bravery 
of the combatants, and above all, for 
the mighty Issues which were here-in- 
volved; the integrity of a nation and 
the emancipation of a race. Here the 
tide of rebellion Breached Its highest 
flood. Here waa recorded the decisive 
verdict of the Cod, of Batttea, estab- 
lishing manhood as the basis and lib- 
erty ae the universal condition of eiti- 
senshlp. Here the blood of brethren 
In gray mingled with the blood.ot 
brethren in blue that the sins of the 
fathers might be expiated, and the 
welfare and unity of the children be 
guaranteed and consecrated. Here we 
were taught once more the fatal cer- 
tainty of the truth of the words of the 
Holy Writ: "Be not deceived, God is 
not mocked, for watsoever a man sow- 
eta that shall he also reap." Here was 
sealed hi Wosd and tears the compact 
of an indlseohtbte union; .here throb- 
bed the heart' of the nation in the 
agonies of war, and here throbs the 
heart of a nation in the grateful re- 
n^mbra»pe&_^,f .jjeacei .and here, are 
burled the nostatpsby witcTi we anfj 
pledged In'the words «f the immortal 
Lincoln to the high receive that gov- 
litjHnip** the people. %7 the-people, 
and for the people, shall not perish, 
from the earth.

And that contest, as so often in the 


history of wars, those ideas which 
made for the widening of human Op- 
portunity, which made for the estab- 
lishment of human equality and free- 
dom, which made^for an''equal chance 
for each man to expand manward and 
Godward, each one after his own in- 
herent powers or latent capacity, were 
triumphant over the conquered forces 
of privilege and disunion. 


The history of man has been but the 


history of conflicting ideas and ideals 
struggling against each other in the 
forms of men, throwing man against 
man, 
tribe 
against 
tribe, 
nation 


against nation, and race against race, 
building up new philosophies, tearing 
down old forms, creating new reli- 
gions, destroying old ones, wearing 
away old civilizations and building up 
new ones, and in the process winnow- 
ing out higher ideals, truer ideas; 
making for richer opportunities for in- 
dividual men. In the long view right 
forever triumphant; in the short view 
wrong forever on the throne, but never 
at any time any advace forward or 
upward save at the expenditure of 
enormous exertion and sacrifice and 
suffering and death. 


There has never been any primrose 


path to victory; there has never been 
any painless conquest of great advance 
of universal benefit The 
precious 


plants of liberty have been watered by 
the tears and nourished by the blood 
of countless generations. 
No great 


freedom has ever been established by 
spontaneous growth, nor has it ever 
been self-sustaining or self-protecting. 
Liberties are rare plants demanding 
eternal vigilance and continuous de- 
fence. N"o great expansion of human 
opportunity has ever fome to pass by 
accident. 
Sometime, somehow, some- 


where, some man has paid the price. 
This is the inexorable and unchanging 
law. The advance of truth across the 
world has been marked by little cir- 
cles of blackened earth where yester- 
day the martyr stood. 


Mankind has been consecrated from 


the beginning to emancipation, to lib- 
erty, to equal opportunity, to a chance 
for growth and development 
There 


has always glowed in his bosom an in- 
extinguishable spark of divine fire 
which would not be denied. This great 
struggle here at Gettysburg was but 
one of a thousand similar struggles to 
the same end. but Gettysburg was de- 
cisive. The backbone of the rebellion 
was broken—here across theee ridges 
and In theee fields,'and here It was de- 
cided forever that the union though a 
compact was Indestructible; that the 
country was a nation and not a con- 
federacy, that mem were men and not 
chattels Gettysburg converted 
this 


government from a great experiment 
to a great certainty. As America had 
been settled through the need and agi- 
tation of men for equal opportunity 
for Individual expression, by the nr- 
.gency In men for liberty, to grow, by 
tho necessity for men that political 


conditions should resfpa^more 
to the urgtags of l 
spiritual nature; so 
fought in rtspinse to 
ties appearing In a 


It was necessary to make 


of individual freedoms complete^ BV 
fore; Gettysburg man'hid cbaesjered 


the' 


for himself many ot the gMet7 free- 
dom* which .we proudly claim aa 
American institutions, not tfcat;$her 
are not found elsewhere, but beeanae 
nowhere else in all the world ar*«hey 
so complete. 
Before Gettysburg, .was 


fought our cititens had enjoyed-free- 
dom of education, freedom* of eaneea- 
sion by thought and word and pen and 
press, freedom to worship Qeft.:,datfc 
after the dictates of *t« own eonad- 
ence. And here at Gettysburg the-eir- 
cle was made complete. Once and* for 
all labor was emancipated* frojst^tne 
shame of slavery, *and* fer3 the flrat 
time was free in head and heart and 
hand, and in all this'land forever and 
forever more the only stripes - shall be 
the stripes upon our flag. 


The men whose deeds we 


-rate here to-day 
they fought for no increase in 
or extension ot dominion; for 
sonal advantage or individual 
but for their country and their" 
stftutton. 
They fought not so'awe* 


for their rights as for their duties* Mt 
so much for themselves as for ether*. 
Their cause was the increaftiagiajewst 
of all the ages that have gene befttre, 
and -J*», hop*ativ»i««eiteef MMfte 
gen«ta.tkn» <tlat .were- yet* tet^enssV. 
Their consecration to their cause tod 
them to sacrifice, to battle: aajd te 
death. Not every great cause leasts, fo 
battle and to death. 'Only a'fevJRire 
called upon to die for. their usuajUy. 
but all of us are called upon to insofar 
our country. These men taught-orhW 
to live as well as how to die. ;B|re- 
ism is not confined to the teuteddMd. 
Courage is not required exclusively 
for war and death. To die 'noMfe-ni 
heroic/ To live nobly Is magniBiat* 
The one demands Instant courage! 
other unfaltering devotion. 


The welfare of our country,. 


upon the courage, and the spirit-in 
which we meet and discharge 
recurring, homely duties of everyday 
life. The triumph of right over; 
of liberty over shivery, was not: 
pleted by the victorious outcosse-ot

*t %*me. He* she- responsibility is 
uiwn all*alike.~ TJ»e eafreesed .will of 
the majorlty°*|tsnperly"ascertained in 
the various civic dtvi*|dfe*. 1* th« su- 
premo law of the land add-the founda- 
tion of ajl authority. It is established 
by the experience of the centuries that 
the opinion of all of the people is a 
stronger foundation for justice than 
the opinion of some of the people 
Here the aggregate good of all is de- 
termined by the aggregate will of all, 
and in the exercise and expression of 
that will each man has his equal 
chance. Equal power implies equal 
responsibilities, and equal responsibili- 
ties necessitate equal .preparation. To 
each American comes with an urgency 
uukuown elsewhere in the world the 
need of the cultivation of the highest 
conception of civic duty and patriot- 
lab. We cannot forever be receiving 
from society, all its various forms of 
.assistance - and protection and nevei 
give back any contribution of our own. 
*fo mair has any right to demand any 
better government than he himself is 
willing, to contribute to effect. It is 
this nnescapable personal responsibili- 
ty which must be faced and accepted 
by every American citizen. Just so 
tar-aa^ar^wlWog-to-pastflMs priee 
just that ^neat shall w« eoofevto being 
a nation rejoicing in equal opportu- 
nity to all founded in choice and es- 
tablished-in justice. 


We 'commemorate here to-day not 


alone the death of the men who fell 
here for liberty; -other men have died 
before. We celebrate not alone their 
bravery; other Cities were as bravely 
won. Ws HstteJ not simply the virtues 
and the'pewits of the bravery of the 
herofoMead; but consciously associate 
.thrift .with the grandeur and nobility 
of the cause.- We celebrate here to- 
day the spid^of Gettysburg, the spirit 
of unselfish service, the spirit of fideli- 
itj even* onto'.^eath. We celebrate 
here devotion tOgjtbe cause of human- 
ity, determinatloife which against all 
odds,' setting self l*ide, sacrifices self 
that others tiiay Hv~e: The spirit of 
Gettysburg is the Spirit-of the square 
deal and fair ply, the spirit which re 
solves to do no wrong and to suffer 
none, the spirij which, puts self last 
fen* duty first. This is'the lesson 
tspefcen from these voiceless graves, 
we afe here reminded' that no man 
lives ip nimaelf ialomvbut each for all. 


"ofrpeace* never can 
past has pledged us to the .future 
That which Our fathers began We must 
continue. 
Finished it never will be 


until man's destiny is-complete. 


Each new freedom develops new 


foes, each new liberty is threatened by 
some new license. In an ever-growing 
country with ever-changing conditions 
there is a continuing field for the dis- 
play of the loftiest virtues and the 
highest gifts. The obligations of citi- 
zenship may change in kind but never 
change in quality. 
To-day may re- 


quire the soldier, tomorrow may re- 
quire the priest, the next day the 
statesman, 
but every day requires 


courage, resolution, unselfishness and 
a willingness justly to serve the com- 
mon good. Whether we are willing 
or unwilling each must lend a hand, 
each must either help or- Kinder, we 
cannot be eliminated. The responsi- 
bility is not to be denied, the obliga- 
tion is not to be evaded. 
As civic 


privileges are common to all, so civic 
duties are common to all. They are 
not and ought no to be transferable. 
No man has any right to share the 
peace and security of organized socie- 
ty unless he devotes his share of effort 
toward securing that peace and main- 
taining that security. Civic duties 
are not assignable and more than are 
civic privileges The deadliest foes of 
the permanence of our institutions are 
civic indifference and civic apathy, the 
one ifc a treason and the other is a 
crime. 
Universal individual interest 


In and aggressive participation in pub- 
lic affairs is the price we must pay for 
present welfare and future prosperity. 
It is suicidal folly to look to some ex- 
ceptional man, no matter how highly 
gifted he may be, to see to it that the 
republic suffers no harm. That way 
lies dictatorship. Just in proportion 
as each citizen meets this duty of in- 
terest in public affairs will the feta- 
bility of our institutions be assured. 
It has cost the effort of ages to secure 
the right to each citizen for an equal 
voice at the ballot box. This right 
must be exercised that it may produce 
its finest fruits. There are more good 
men than bad men in every communi- 
ty, but inert men no matter how lofty 
their private virtues are of no public 
utility. Common honesty demands a 
common exertion for the 
common 


good. No conception of public dim 
is complete which either belittles or 
ignores this obligation. The highest 
civic duty every American citizen is 
to be a practical American politician 
participation in all public affairs with 
an unwavering devotion to the princi- 
ples of a square deal and fair play. 
Bach public duty shirked adds just so 
much to the burden of the faithful. 
The needs and the benefits of good 
government are universal. We may 
have just as good government as we 
will to have We must move forward 
like an army with banners, each man 
in his own place faithful to his own 
duties In his own way according to his 
strength 


This great Government of ours of 


which we are all so proud is in many 
way the most complicated in its 
forms and organisms. 
It Is not a pure 


democracy, and could not endure long 
as such, and tendencies in that direc- 
tion should* be viewed with'a most hos- 
tile eye. It Is a republic of the repie- 
sentative form wherein each man has 
an equal right with every other man 
to an equal voice in governmental af- 
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reap. The man who lives unto him 
mt alone Ms anly one^-souTa welfare 
for his incentive, the man who lives to 
serve others has for his beneficiaries 
all mankind. 
The lesson of Gettys- 


burg in a word is service, the noblest 
word in the English language describ- 
ing the noblest,thing~4n human life, 
breathing the humblest-and-yet the 
rloftiest spirit; entering into all good 
Wtfrtw and true living; inspiring all 
the lives of all the greatest men and 
women of all times; adoring the 
crowns of monarchs and lifting the 
humblest above kings. It 
sweetens 


the toil of the laborer and justifies the 
accumulations of the wealthy. It con 
atltutes the sole foundation of endur- 
ing greatness, for greatness implies 
service, and service implies unselfish- 
ness. Jt is all wrong to think that 
greatness comes from making the 
world serve us. All genuine greatness 
Js based upon service to the world 
The quality of greatness is derived 
from the quality of the services ren- 
dered. This is the master secret of 
the ages 
It is the essence of the gold- 


en rule. It is the law and the proph- 
ets. 
Already there are evidences that 


the world is coming under the domin- 
ion of this law. We are certainly 
coming into a new age. Whether con 
sciously or unconsciously, directly 01 
indirectly, we shall acknowledge more 
and more the binding force and ex- 
perience the marvellous efficiency of 
this law of service. No longer should 
the youth of America be taught to de- 
velop all their capacities in order to 
be great, or to be rich or to succeed. 
No longer should the ke3note of the 
appeal to the coming generations be 
selfishness. It is right that youth 
should develop every manly grace. It 
is rl^ht that youth should cultivate 
every intellectual capacity, it is right 
that youth should seek to grow to its 
uttermost, but the inspiring incentive 
should be not evnectalion of selfish re- 
wards, but the hope of the largest ca- 
pacity for rendering service to others. 
The solution of all great political and 
social national problems depends upon 
national character, and national char- 
acter is but the aggregate of personal 
character. Where the kevnote of in- 
dividual inspiration is selfishness, the 
national character will be unselfish. 
Where the individual keynote is altru- 
ism, the national character will be 
pitched to the harmony of the music 
Jhat thrilled above Bethlehem, the 
sWeet music of, "Peace on earth, good 
will to men." So the solution of all 
great problems In the last analysis is 
to be found In the bosom of the indi- 
vidual. The choicest asset of a nation 
is the average character of its cititens. 
Spencer has well said there has never 
vet been found any political alchemy 
whereby we can get golden results 
from leaden instincts. 


There has been too much talk of 


rights and too little thought of duty 
From the cradle to the grave we have 
shouted for our rights, but as to our 
duties we have talked In whispers. 
There is no- right without a corre- 
sponding duty. There Is no privilege 
without a corresponding obligation. 
They are correlative, they go haad In 
hand, they are the two sides of the 
MWie shield. Appreciation of and sub- 
mNsfon to the'rights of others is not 
to-be considered a surrender of indi- 
vidual rule. Society must move to ac- 
complish frenf results as a unit, and 


this --an onlv be accomplished througn 
the .'o-ordiuation ot individual units. 
The higher the quality of the Individu- 
al, the mow effective the co-ordination. 
The thinking unit in civil life, as the 
thinking ba\cnet in military life, ob- 
tains the best lesults bj intelligent 
submission lo the expressed will of a 
piopeib constituted majority for a 
common piirjir-se. 


This is a marvelous age in which we 


live. Society is quivering with ex- 
panding life, pioblems of gravest mo- 
ment as to the proper creation and dis- 
tribution of wealth, as to the proper 
relations between capital and labor. 
between employer and employee, be! 
tween public and private corporations 
and civil communities, as to the proper 
caie of the socially inefficient, con- 
front us at e\ery turn. The world is 
in a. ferment, mighty armaments are 
being constructed. Vast armies -art 
being gathered together, nations are 
sniverins; with apprehension of might.* 
upheavals, 
external 
and 
internal. 


There are prophesies of weird wond- 
eis in the political and industrial 
skies, and there are arising in all 
lands strange prophets shouting Iq 
here is the solution, and lo there Is th< 
solution, and terrifying us with luric 
forecasts of swift destruction and uni 
rersal 
disaster.

clergyman the other day in a sermoi 
before a large and cultivated audience 
asserted that the life of our nation was 
in peril through money madness, and 
that vice threatened our destruction, 
and he painted an alarming picture of 
the imminence of the dissolution 6f 
our Institutions, but money madness 
is'only one form of'danger and tali 
has always existed, but never- so .little 
dangerous as now. 
Money, madness, 


»*er madness, ambition madness and 


luxuty madness and many other fortn£ 
of excessive zeal have always th.rea.teu,- 
ed society, but somehow the world'has 
moved onward and society In 'general 
has moved upward. It is a false and 
superficial view that sees only the In- 
tense activity of modern forms of evil 
and is blind to the unprecedented ac,- 
tivity and aggressiveness of the forms 
of good. Let us not be alarmed. Let 
us not be discouraged. Let us turn a 
deaf ear to all false prophets preacti- 
ing new doctrines. We need no new 
moral codes. We need only old-fash- 
ioned morals for new-fashioned times. 
We need only the lessons taught here 
at Getiysbuig fidelity to duty, a touch 
front the baud of unselfish love, a 
voice from the graves of 
dead. Denunciation of 
others is a waste of time! , Uncreai 
criticism is a loss of strength. 


Great things- against great obstacles 
have oeen a^xiOuipTMued^TnNaitg^Bitlfl-r 
greater .things remain and greater ob- 
stacles will be removed. Man's desti 
ny is to reach out forever with increas- 
ing insistence Jtoward the ever-ap- 
proaching, ever-receding perfection of 
human opportunity. There will be 
forever an ideal beyond the actual. 
This is the condition and the sign,of 
growth. There must and should be a 
noble discontent; there must and 
noble discontent; there must and 
should 
be 
enlightened 
action. 


Perfection 
is a 
dream, but

dream prophesies the fact. The gold- 
en age is not behind us, it is beforfe us. 
This is a better world to live in to-day 
than it was when Gettysburg was 
fought, and it will continue to im 
prove, never doubt it. To think other- 


of the daily press seems to justify the 
belief that hysteria, unrest, unreason, 
nnfaith, immorality and crime are in 
the ascendent, but the world's life read 
by decades and centuries so that we 
caa get a truer perspective of the real 
trend of tue mountain chains of hu- 
man achievement irradiates hope and 
is beautiful with promise.

there are, and troubles there always 
will be. 
Difficulties there are and 


grave dangers and there always will 
be. but faced with calm self-poise and 
the spirit of fair play, met with unsel- 
fish courage and a devotion to the 
common good they will be smoothed 
out and disappear. Each heeded noble 
impulse helps us forward, each temp- 
tation resisted, each injustice repress- 
ed .each wrong righted, each equity 
established, helps us on the way. We 
are soldiers battling for the truth's 
sake. Sometimes we have our Shiloh 
and Bull Run, but more frequently our 
Gettysburg and Appomattox. Some- 
times the sweat and dust and noise of 
conflict blind and deafen us and the 
darkness of night overtakes us. some- 
times we feel faint and discouraged, 
and sometimes fall out by the way- 
side and are reported absent or not 
accounted, for; sometimes we desert 
and betray, but the great army of 
America is brave and strong and true, 
sound of body, clear of sense and 
sweet of heart, and answers promptly 
and victoriously to the command of 
conscience for fair play and equal op- 
portunity. 


Never was charity kinder, never was 


conscience more dominant, never was 
justice surer, never was appreciation 
of truth and good morals and right 
living higher, never were loftier stand- 
ards required of men In all positions 
of private business of public trust, 
never was opportunity for all men 


freer, nor more equal than to-day, here 
now in this country, governed by the 
sons of those men who here at Get- 
tysburg were faithful unto death. 
They purchased, free government by 
their deaths, we secure good' govern- 
ment by our lives. They won taelr 
victories by the sword, we must win 
our victories by the Word. The Good 
work has gone forward, the message 
from these graves has been heeded 
year by year. 


Each new victory entails new oppor- 


tunities and new obligations. 
Higher 


citizenship demands a higher consecra- 
tion. The methods, the needs, the 
aims of the twentieth century are not 
to be realized by stagnant content with 
nineteenth century conditions. The 
gathering momentum of the forces of 
to-day is not to be controlled by the 
slender 
icstraints 
of 
yesterday. 


Twentieth century conditions require 
twentieth century men with twentieth 
century preparation. 


"New occasions teach new duties. 


Time makes ancient good uncouth; 


He must upward still and onward. 


Who 
would keep abreast 
with 


jtrutht." 


New methods are not necessarily 


better because they are new.Ofd meth- 
ods are not necessarily worse because 
they are old. Every change is not re- 
form. Every departure is not into bet- 
ter ways. Every new proposal should 
be put to the trial of the test tube and 
the hammer and judged by the results 
in the light of the immutable laws of 
equity and justice.

There 
need be no fear for the life of our re- 
public for our institutions will endure 
so long as love of justice endures as a 
stronger force than indifference to 
justice; so long as a passion for free- 
dom and equality of opportunity shall 


each citizen for himself with firm re- 
solve can say in the words of that 
noble hymn : 


"I live to greet tbat season 


By gifted men foretold, 


When man shall live by reason, 


And not alone by gold. 


When man to man united, 


And every wrong thing righted, 


This whole world shall be lighted. 


As Men was of old. 


I live Tor those who love me, 


For those who know me true ; 


For the Heaven that shines above me, 


And awaits my coming, too.

Helpful SufcwtieM To~ Maintain 
Good Roads-Side Ditchet-Rwd 
On*— No Excuse for the Breaker. 


Th* 'power «"d «utboritv of eupervi. 
•on i« conferred by the Act of June 13, 
1836, mud tbe met bod ot •dmiuietra- 
tlou by tbe Act of April 12, 1905, P. L , 
M amended by tbe Act of M*y 13, 
1909. Under the Act of 1836 eupervi 
•on axe bound to keep tbe roads and 
bridges of tbe township in good repair. 
Tory ebould have sufficient ditchee 
due upon both Bides of tbe road where 
necessary to carr? off the water • they 
•hould remove all loose stoue* from 
the road ; they ebould drtiu. elevate 
and stone low place* ; they should cut 
ditchee from tbe roads into tbe fields 
to carry off the water, and ebould any 
pereon or person* till up these ditches 
they should be taken before a Justice 
and fined. If the supervisors permit 
ditches to be tilled up whereby tbe 
water ie thrown upon tbe road the sup- 
ervisors may be indicted. Supervisors 
have tbe right to go upon adjoining 
property for etoue, sand and gravel ; 
the value to be fixed by referees, if the 
supervisors and owner of properly 
cannot agree upon tbe price. 


If supervisors neglect to repair the 


toads or to keep them open tbe width 
the court decrees they shall be open 
they are liable to indictment. It IB 
not necessary to give supervisors no- 
, tice to repair before bindingthem over 
to court. The condition of tbe road it 
notice and they can be convicted, al- 
thoucb since the binding over they 
may have repaired tbe road. Public 
roads or highways laid out, approved, 
or entered on record, shall be as soon 
aw practicable effectually opened and 
constantly kept in repair ; and all pub- 
tic roads shall at all seasons be kept 
clean of all impediments to easy and 
•onvejiient passing and travelling, at 
the expense of the respective town- 
chips. 


"Supervisors cannot change the lo- 


cation of the road as confirmed by the 
court, even with the assent of tbe own- 
erof the land." "When ouce opened 
• new supervisor cannot change it on 
the ground that it was opened in a 
wrong place." Supervisors shall cause 
poets to be erected at the intersections 
of all public roads within tneir re- 
epective townships, with boards firm- 
ly fixed thereon, aud index-hands 
pointing to the direction of such roads; 
on these boards shall be inscribed in 
large and legible characters the name 
of towu, village or place to which such 
roads may lead and the distance there* 
to computed in miles. If auy auper- 
jviaora aball, after ten days' personal 
notice, neglect or refuse to pat up, or 
keep in complete repair, index-boards 
M aforesaid, such supervisors shall, 
for every such often ee, forfeit aud pay 
a\ sum not exceeding ten dollars. 


If any person wilfully destroy, de- 


face, or injure any guide poet or index 
board erected at or near any public 
voad, or any notice put up at any pub- 
lic bridge as aforesaid, sucn pereon 
shall for every snch offense forfeit and 


'- pay a sum of not less than five or more 
than fifteen dollars. 


'If any person shall stop, fill up, or 


Injure any drain or ditch, made by any 
supervisor for tbe purpose of draining 
the water from any public road or 
highway, or shall divert or change the 
course thereof, without the authority 
of the supervisors for the time being, 
such person shall for every offense for- 
feit and pay a sum not less than four 
nor more than twenty dollars. 


These provisions of the act of 1836 


are still iu force. There are many 
townships in the (State where the su- 
pervisors were administering the af- 
fairs of the township under special 
laws, there being no uniform system 
in the Btate. 


The Act of April 12, 1905, P. L., 142 


supplemented by the Act of May 12, 
1909, P. L., 752, is a law general iu its 
terms, and Is intended to provide a 
uniform method of electing road super- 
visors in townships of the second class 
and also provides a uniform system of 
administration of township 
affairs 


throughout the Commonwealth aud is 
decidedly a step forward in the move- 
ment of securing better roads for the 
public. 


Under the provisions of this Act 


there is a board of three supervisors iu 
each township, one member of the 
board being elected each year far a 
term of three years. 


(Section 2 of said Act provides that 


"The supemsors of each township 
shall meet, at the place where the aud- 
itors of the respective townships meet 
to perform their official duties, on the 
first Monday in March; and after be- 
ing duly sworn or affirmed, according 
to law, to discharge their duties with 
fidelity, —a copy of tbe oath to be tiled 
with the township auditors,—shall or- 
ganize as a board by electing one of 
their number as chairman, etc." Prop- 
erly qualifying and filing a copy of tbe 
oath with the township auditors is a 
very important mattar and the require- 
ments should be strictly complied 
fwith; vflnlure to do so may canw 


•r crvisors trouble and be an expenaive 
!• matter to. the township. 
The Act 


;«acUon 2,Hl«o provide* "That the toad 
;tax'0hail hereafter be collected in j 
-each, aud no such tax shall be pay-1 
|ftble to labor or worked out; but pro-' 
vided further, That any township may, i 
| by a majority vote of the electors 
thereof, at tbe February municipal j 
telectfon, after thirty, (30) days prior 
| notice thereof, adopt the system of 
payuient on road taxes by work on the 
.pnbl|e roai*. Such election shall be 
authorized by the court of quarter 
wttetma, upon a petition of at Iea»t 
•twenty-five taxpayers of paid town- 
NFWSP^PERRRCHIVE® „_, 


___ Hif bfray Commissioner* on or 
before the fjpt day of April in each 
year; Provided, That no township shall 
receive m any one year, more than 
twenty dollars for each mile of town- 
ship road in said township." In con- 
nection with this paragraph it is im- 
portant to observe tbe date of filing 
the annual report April first. Unless 
this report aud tbe certification re- 
quired by Section 2 of the same Act 
•re tiled with tbe State Highway De- 
partment on or before tbe date set, 
April 1st, the township will be debar- 
red from participating in tbe distribu 
tiou of any appropriation made to 
carry out tbe provibioue of this Act. 
The following essentials must be com- 
plied with in order that a township 
may be entitled to receive the benefits 
of tbe said Act of Apr I 12, 1905, as 
supplemented or amended by tbe Act 
of May 13, 1909. 


let.—The annual report aud certifi- 


cation of collection of tax in cash must 
be filed on or before April let in each 
year. 


2nd.—A roadbed not lees than 14 feet 


in width must be maintained, except 
under special conditions and in cer- 
tain locations. 


Sre.—A proper system of drainage 


must be adopted and maintained and 
ditches kept open. 


4th.—The surface of the roads must 


be kept in good shape, well rounded 
and free from loose stone. 


oth.—Koadbauks must be kept trim- 


med and free from brush, woods and 
long grass. 


6th.—Wooden drains, culverts and 


bridge* must be abolished as soon ae 
possible and replaced with permanent 
itructures. 


The question of drainage i« the most 


important single feature in road main- 
tenance. A highway which is in- 
adequately or improperly drained can 
never be kept in good condition, no 
matter how dilureot and painstaking 
the effort may be. There is no other 
point so essential in tbe care of the 
public roads, and which, if properly 
ittended to, will eo greatly relieve the 
township of expense. 


To this end tbe side-ditches must be 


opened to a depth of 12 to 24 inches 
oelow the level of the road surface. 
The depth of the ditch must in any 
case be dependent upon the quantity 
of water to be carried therein at times 
of greatest flow. The bottom and 
sides of ditches should be smooth and 
Tree from depressions or pockets 
which might interfere with the flow 
of water. Ditches adjoining clay roads 
should be larger than those adjoining 
sandy roads.

Director of Poor Term. 


Whether the term of the Director of 


the Poor expiring this year holds over 
for another year by reason of the con- 
stitutional amendments adopted last 
year, or whether there will be a va- 
caucy to be filled this fall was decidd 
last week by the York county Courts. 
They declared that the term of pres- 
ent director will expire at end of this 
year and that a new director must be 
elected this fall and they ordered the 
County romumsi'MierB to print on the 


allots the ortiet of Director 


of Poor aud all names uf candidates to 
be balloted for at the primary. 


The .-itiialjon in Adams eouniy ii- 


ideutiettl as that in York county. The 
oilice of Director of Poor was created 
in York county by a special Act of 
Legislative of 1804 and in Aduuis 
county by special Act of LS17. 
The 


York Countv Court holifn 
f h x t 
the 


olliee of Director of Poor is not a coun- 
ty oflice, not being named as such in 
the Constitution out is an oilice cre- 
ated by the special act aud the Con- 
stitutional Amendments do not ellec-l 
it whatever and Director of Poor must 
be elected as the special act prescribes, 
oue eaeh year. This is the exact situ- 
ation iu Adams county. 


The opinion of the president judge 


in part is as follows: 


The language used iu the constitu- 


tional amendments of 19*)!) in regard 
to the lengthening of terms of certain 
officers, their continuance iu ortice and 
the time of election of local officers, 
must be held to apply to officers nam- 
ed iu the constitution and amend- 
ments only, aud not to extend to offi- 
cers elected by virtue of special and 
local laws previously enacted, wnieh 
are not shown to have been in the 
minds of the framere of the amend- 
ments when they were enacted or re- 
pealed by the amendments of 1909 
There being no special reference to 
siich local laws aud no evidence of 
any iuteuded repeal therein no such 
repeal can be decided. 


For the reasons staled we are uoii- 


viuced that the constitutional amend- 
ments relied ou by the defeudauts iu 
their refusal to receive and file nomi- 
nation papers iu question, do not re- 
peal or effect the York county special 
act of 1894, herein cited. Tuis act re- 
quires a.direetor of the poor to be elect- 
ed each year at the general election 
aud not being repealed by the said 
constitutional amendments the pro 
visions are imperative. 


The CoMi-iLKK has taken this same 


position from the time question was 
first raised here. That the term of the 
present director expires this Jail aud 
that there must be au election this fall 
according 
to the provisions of the 


special act creat ug the Adams County 
Almshouse for a Director of the Poor. 
The County Commissioners adopted 
this view in giving uoticeof such oftice 
to be filled at the coming primary 
and both parties tiled nominating pap- 
ers. 
Candidates will be selected by 


all parties at the primaries ou June 4. 


Work on Trolley Extension. 


John Dobliug, of York, has been 


given contract for the extension of the 
Hanover and McSherrystown trolley 
line from McSherrystowu to Couo- 
wago Chapel and has started work.

to be acquired uy this company to a 
point in the Northern boundary of the 
borough 
of McSherrystowu 
which 


boundary is the dividing line between 
the borough of MeSherrystowu aud 
the township of Couowagoiu the Coun- 
ty of Adams aforesaid, and extending 
thence in a generally Northwardly 
a n d Northwestwardly d i r e c t i o n 
through said township of Couowago 
iu Adams county, Pennsylvania, over 
aud upon private property acquired or 
to be acquired by this company to a 
point iu the centre of Couowago Creek, 
^crossing Plum Creek by a private 
bridge to be constructed by said street 
railway company aud crossing over 
the public: road leading from Mc- 
riherrystowu-Mt. Rock road to Irish- 
town) ; thence crossing said Couowago 
Creek over and upon a private bridge 
to be constructed by the said street 
railway company,

Conowago 


Creek being the dividing line between 
the township of Conowago, aforesaid,

Mrs. C'. Arthur Griest, in close proxi- 
mity to Guernsey, Adams couuty. 
With a double seated surrey they met 
us at the station, and evidently know- 
ing our weakness for a country drive, 
at once proceeded to make a tour of 
the neighborhood. That vicinity is tne 
ongiual home of both Mr. and Mrs. 
• < e»ni;;ii; asti tticy 
t»»e cuiiueu to a 


just pride in the thrifty locality. Pass- 
ing farm after farm we were most 
forcibly struck with the garden hke 
appearance of each. As is well known 
to many of our readers the soil of 
Adams county is of a red slaty appear- 
ance aud well adapted 
to fruit aud 


vegetable 
production. 
Hundreds of 


acres we observed planted with apple 
and peach trees while scores of acres 
were producing cabbage aud other 
vegetables. Thp season appeared ti. be 
at least two weeks in advance of their 
neighbor county of Cumberland, just 
over the South Mountain to the north, 
and we think we area bit ahead of the 
usual this spring. 


One of our first observations wa? the 


estate of C. J. Tyson, known as the 
Mapletou aud Meadow View farms. 
Beieweliud agriculture, fruitgrow- 
ing aud trucking in its perfection, 'ihe 
lumipgtead buildings on this estate re- 
semble a miniature village with all 
modern conveniences of a rural dis- 
trict. 


But, hastening on, we soou come to 


the two large farms of the Cyrus S. 
Griest Sons, containing nearly 300 
acres, of which Mr. (J. Artuur Griest 
is the overseer, and we believe under- 
stands his business. This is the sou- 
iu-lawof Mr. Weirmau. Their btiild- 
iuge are located on a little kuoll, slop- 
ing iu all directions, aud comiaauds a 
view of almost the entire neighbor- 
hood. It is au ideal one. 
Their new 


baru, which replaces one destroyed 
borne time ago by fire, is -said to te 
most moderu and convenient. A deep 
well and wind pump supply water for 
barn and house, the house having all 
conveniences of a city residence aud 
more, for they are not hemmed in, but 
have capacious lawns, gardens and a 
grove of pine aud locust stirrouudiug 
their dwelling. Mrs. Griest has reasou 
to possess that pleasant smile of heis. 
Possibly it was inherited from her 
mother, but, nevertheless she has a 
reasou at present for being pleasant 
and we trust happy for lifetime. 


The dinner ; well, we do not wisu to 


be understood as going hungry, but no 
oue need go nuugry from the Griest 
home. Two roast chickens and all the 
accompaniments graced the table at 
the noon hour, but then we remained 
for supper (editor like) aud received 
au interlining of country ham (at 32 
cts. per pound), fresh asparagus ou 
toast, etc., etc., all to the credit of our 
hostess. 


On one of these farms we were 


shown a thrifty apple orchard from 
which 600 barrels of apples were pick- 
ed last fall and eat from the product, 
just as fre h as the day they were 
taseu from the tree. A new orchard 
of 2,500 apple and peach trees was in- 
spected. They are fruit growers aud 
our prospective apple aud peach grow- 
ers would do well to make a visit to 
our neighboring county of Adams aud 
take a lesson ou planting, pruning 
and caring for au orchard. 


Our friend Weirmau iu the after- 


noon drove us to Biglerville aud other 
points of interest. We were surprised 
at the growth of the borough of Bigler- 
ville. It is not a village but a town of 
commendable proportions, having a 
hotel, up-to-date stores and a National 
Bank capitalized at 50,000,00. It is 
here Mr. Weirmau will locate in the 
fall, 
after coming from Peu 
Mar, 


where they will ba during tbe sum- 
mer keeping 
a hotel for transient 


visitors. The home 
they 
recently 


purchased is a modern one aud well 
located iu the new portion ot Bigler- 
ville. 


From there we went into Gettys- 


burg and took up our headquarters at 
Hotel Wabash, of which Mr. B. W. 
iviudig is the attentive proprietor. Our 
entertainment was entirely satisfac- 
tory and pi ice reasonable. Our former 
townspeople, Mr. and Mrs. John K.

first time in our many visits to this 
historic battle field, we viewed the 
Third Pennsylvania Cavalry-Shaft, of 
which organisation the late John C, 
Wagner was a member.

Hotel Wabash Livery aud conveys 
tourists to all places of interest ou the 
battlefield, a drive of ±1 miles, supply- 
ing a competent guide and charging 
one dollar for the trip. 


In the matter of fruit growing iu 


Adams county, for which it has be- 
came famous,we might suggest that 
some of our prospective growers on 
this side of the mountain visit over 
there and gain some valuable know- 
ledge along the line of caring for 
trees as well as gathering the yield.

From the first, the sentiment of civil 


liberty in the American colonies was 
strong, and from the period of the 
French and Indian War, intellectual 
liberality became general. French in-

The people of the 
colonies,

intellectual 
forces of this exciting 


period found abundant expression in 
literature. In subject, this literature 
was limited to the one 
absorbing 


theme of the day, independence,'and 
in variety, to the simplest and most 
effective forms, the political essay, ora- 
tory and patriotic poetry. 


The most characteristic productions 


of the intellectual stir that preceded 
and accompanied the Revolution, were 
the speeches of political orators like 
Samuel Adams, .Tames Otis and Josiah 
Quincy of Massachusetts and Patrick 
Henry of Virginia. The occasion and 
man added vitality to a speech which 
can not be preserved in literature, and 
although the Revolutionary was chiefly 
an oratorical period, we know little of 
its oratory except through tradition 
and the effects it produced. Moreover, 
there are tew great speeches which 
possess in combination with wise and 
weighty thought, the strong qualities 
of style necessary to preserve them 
permanently as literature.

for novelists, and

ton living refers to it in his story ofi 
Rip Van Winkle. During Rip's sleep 
of twenty years the struggle took place 
and when he came back to civilization, \ 
he had no idea whether he was a Fed- [ 
eralist or a Democrat. James Fenni- 
more Cooper's novel "The Spy," pos- 
sessed so much power and interest as 
a romance, that it became .popular 
not only in America, but also in Eu- 
rope.

Churchill, "Janis Meredith" by Ford, 
and "Hugh Wynne" by Dr. S. Wier 
Mitchell. 


Poetry, 
during the Revolutionary 


period remained iu a dependent and 
imitative condition. Xearly all 
the 


attempts at rhyming were modelled 
after the English classics. 


Ballads are the poems of the people. 


To become a classic a ballad must ex- 
press a. sentiment of universal inter- 
est, and must stand the test of time. 
The ballads of the Revolutionary peri- 
od, although filled with the strife and 
passion of the age, passed into obliv- 
ion with the passing of events that 
had inspired them to be written. The 
whole history of the struggle was told 
in numberless rhymes of a sing-song 
type, which have never been recorded 
in literature. 


Two lyrics that were written at this 


time have been adopted as national 
songs, Joseph Hopkinson's "Hail Co- 
lumbia," written in 1798, 'and Francis 
Scott Key's "Star Spangled Banner," 
written in 1814 at the British Bom- 
bardment of Fort McHenry. 


The most celebrated satire of the 


period is John Trumbull's "McFine- 
gal," which first appeared- in 1776. It 
became extremely popular, and "pene- 
trating into every farmhouse, sent the 
| rustic volunteers laughing into the 
ranks of Washington." 


Of all the Revolutionary rhymers. 


Philip Frenean alone deserved the 
name of poet. In the opinion of Ty- 
ler, he was a ''true man of genius, the 
one poet of unquestionable originality 
granted to America, prior to the nine- 
teenth century." Although most of 
his satires and lyrics passed away with 
the times for which they were" writ- 
ten, still'a few scattered selections re- 
veal the true poet, as the following 
beautiful lines from 'The Wild Honey- 
suckle." 
"Fair flowei that dost so comely grow.
